BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 
COMPARISON OF SEPTEMBER, 1931, WITH AUGUST, 1931, AND WITH SEPTEMBER, 1930 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices in September showed, on balance, a decline of 0-3 per cent. as 
compared with August, and a decline of 14-1 per cent. as compared with September, 1930, the index numbers for the 
three months being 59-7, 59-9 and 69-5 respectively (1924 = 100). 

In considering the small decline in average prices in September, as compared with August, it must not be 
overlooked that the Board of Trade index number is compiled from the average prices of commodities throughout the 
month and not by a comparison of end-of-month prices. 
commodities, particularly in the food groups, represent averages of weekly prices, and, in these cases, the last few 
days of the month form part of a week not represented in the averages, so that full effect is not given to changes 
that occurred during the early part of last week.

cent. In the ‘*‘ meat ’’ group, New Zealand lamb was 
dearer by nearly 9 per cent. (6s. Sd. per cwt.), and 
English mutton cheaper by about 5 per cent. (4s. 11d. 
per cwt.). Beef, Scotch short sides, and Argentine 
chilled fores and hinds cheapened by about 2 per cent., 
and the average price for Irish green bacon fell by 10 
per cent. (8s. 4d. per ewt.), and for Danish green sides 
by about 12 per cent. (9s. 8d. per cwt.). Among 
‘‘ other foods,’’ the average price of Indian tea at the 
London auctions increased by nearly 20 per cent. 
(1-95d. per lb.), and Danish butter was dearer by 5 per 
cent. (6s. 4d. per ewt.). Cheddar cheese, lst Bristol, 
and coffee (Costa Rica, good to finest) were slightly 
cheaper. 


So far as concerns the industrial materials which are 
included in the table, the quotations for pig iron, 
wrought iron, and steel showed little or no variation in 
September as compared with August. Household coal 
(Nottingham best brights) was dearer by 10 per cent. ; 
Fifeshire screened navigation coal was dearer by 3 per 
cent., and Durham gas coal cheaper by 1:3 per cent. 
Among non-ferrous metals English lead was cheaper by 
3-7 per cent. (10 shillings per ton); zine, ordinary 
spelter, was slightly cheaper, while the sterling prices 
quoted for electrolytic copper and Straits tin were 
higher by 3-1 per cent. and 2°0 per cent. respectively. 
In the textile groups, American and Egyptian raw 
cotton showed an increase of nearly 5 per cent. in the 
averages of the quotations for the month; American 
cotton yarn, 40’s weft, and cotton cloth, 36-in. sheet- 
ings, were dearer by 2-9 per cent. and 0:2 per cent.

(hosiery) yarns were cheaper by between 5 and 6 per 
cent. Of the three items of ‘‘ other textiles,’’ raw 
jute, first mark, was dearer by an average of £2 per 
ton (13 per cent.), and linen yarn (line weft) and 
Manila raw hemp cheaper by 1-2 per cent. and 4°4 per 
cent. respectively. Rubber was quoted at 24d. per lb. 
on August 28, and at 3d. per lb. on September 25, and 
showed an average increase for the month of about 5 
per cent.

DEATH OF SIR HENRY A. PAYNE 


We regret to announce that Sir Henry Arthur 
Payne, K.B.E., Adviser to the Department of Com- 
merce, at Cairo, died at his home at Hayes, Kent, on 
September 30, at the age of 58. 

Sir Henry was born on January 23, 1873, and went 
to Winchester in 1885. He went up to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1891, and after taking his decree was 
admitted a solicitor.

A reduction in imports was shown in a great majority 
of items, the principal decrease being in the following 
groups, viz.:—Metals and manufactures, £261,368, as com- 
pared with £1,346,073 in May, 1930; textiles, £518,401 
(£1,216,877) ; machines and machinery, £283,335 
(£1,063,050) ; and oils, £457,261 (£865,655). 

The principal items in which the heaviest decline in 
imports occurred during May were as follows, viz. :—Piece- 
goods, £424,890 (£955,993) ; motor cars, £40,710 (£361,470) ; 
iron and steel, £124,228 (£592,079); printing paper, 
£162,179 (£354,523); petrol, £290,544 (£480,544); electric 
machinery and appliances, £123,310 (£416,362); whisky, 


Ci1,580 (£119,045); timber, £39,416 (£208,135); tea, 
£88,595 (£271,572); tobacco, £38,919 (£261,084); bags

Imports (British currency values) for the first eleven 
months of the financial year, i930-31, amounted to 
£57,302,808, as compared with £124,713, 886 during the 
corresponding period of 1929-30, being a decrease ot 
£67,411,078, while exports totalled £91,026,342, as against 
£116,171,398 in the same period of the previous year, a total 
decline of £25,145,056, of which bullion and specie declined 
£19,330,605; and merchandise, £6,814,451. The estimated 
value of imports in Australian currency for the first eleven 
months of 1930-81 is approximately £64 million. 

For the first eleven months of 1930-31 the recorded excess 
of exports was £33,723,534 (i.e., if exchange were normal), 
in comparison with an excess of imports amounting to 
£8.542,488 for the first eleven months of 1929-30. The excess 
of exports as at May 31, 1931, is estimated at approxi- 
mately £27 million in Australian currency, or £22,200,000 
in British currency values.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA 


KENYA AND UGANDA IMPORTS, JANUARY— 
JUNE 

The total value of imports during the first half of the 
current vear was £2,599,233, a decline of £877,468 as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1930, states H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in East Africa. Imports trom 
Great Britain, £1,000,237, were smaller by £341,000 than in 
1930, the percentages being 38 and 39 respectively. 

Japan’s position in the market has remained firm in place 
of the reduced importation, the imports from that country 
during the first half of both 1930 and 1931 being just over 
£260,000. This steadiness increased Japan’s share of the 
trade to 10 per cent., as against 6 per cent. and 8 per cent. 
in the first six months of 1929 and 1930 respectively. The 
following table shows the value of the shares of the chief 
trading countries during the period under review :

(Japan 698,587 
yds., Holland 297,218 yds., Great Britain 274,239 yds., 
and India 126,384 yds.); printed (khangas), 1,052,037 yds. 
(Great Britain 663,768 yds. and Holland 381,052 yds.); 
printed (other), 723,202 yds. (Japan 509,831 yds., Great 
Britain 67,063 yds., Holland 39,309 yds., and Germany 
20,508 yds.); dyed, 2,973,385 yds. (India 1,341,107 yds., 
Great Britain 663,834 vds., Japan 421,541 yds., Holland 
406,245 yds., and Germany 51,333 yds.); coloured, 
1,625,423 yds. (Japan 997,853 yds., India 292,420 vds., 
Holland 189,410 yds., Great Britain 69,249 yds., Belgium 
42,183 yds., and Germany 20,779 yds.). 

During the half-year under review 125,997 blankets came 
into the country, as against 314,850 in the corresponding 
period of 1930. Holland supplied 89,161, India 15,266, 
Great Britain 6,473, Belgium 4,520, Germany 4,422, and 
France 155. 

As regards artificial silk piece-goods, the total imports 
were 200,459 yds. (260,396 yds.); Japan supplied 165,087 
yds., Italy 13,272 yds., Germany 8,567 yds., Great Britain 
7,626 yds., and Holland 600 yds. 


BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON 


Calcutta, October 5.—During the week ended October 4 
rainfall was nearly general in Konkan on five days; in 
Assam, North Hyderabad, and Chota Nagpur on three; 
in the West United Provinces, the West Central Provinces, 
Hyderabad, Orissa and the Madras Deccan on two; and in 
East Central India, Berar, the Bombay Deccan, Bengal, 
the Kumaon Hills and the Central Provinces on one day. 

The monsoon was weak early in the week in North-East 
India, but there were numerous thunderstorms later in 
Bengal. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND PROSPECTS 


Madras, September 26.—Rainfall has been moderate in 
parts of the Circars and the Deccan. The condition of 
standing crops is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, September 28.—There has been heavy 
rain in Ranchi and parts of Patna, but more is needed in 
Sambalpur for autumn paddy. Standing crops, including 
sugarcane, are in good condition. 


Punjab, September 28.—Except for light rain in parts 
of South-Eastern Ludhiana the weather has been dry. The 
condition of standing crops is average to good. Rice has 
been damaged by insects in Dera Ghazi Khan and Chari, 
and cotton has been attacked by tela in parts of Shahpur. 

United Provinces, September 26.—Rainfall has been 
moderate to heavy. Crops have been slightly damaged by 
the recent rain, but standing crops in general are doing 
well and the prospects are favourable. 

Central Provinces, September 28.—The weather has been 
cloudy, the rainfall ranging from one inch in Mandla to 
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9} inches in Betul. Standing crops are causing anxiety in 
the district of Buldana owing to continuous rain. Except 
for the stunted growth of cotton and juar, especially jn 
Berar, due to excessive rain, standing crops are in good 
condition. 

Bengal, September 30.—Light to moderate rain has fallen 
except in Jalpaiguri and Cooch Behar, where the rainfall 
has been heavy. The condition and prospects of standing 
crops are good. 

Bombay, October 3.—In Kolaba, Ratnagiri and Konkan 
there has been heavy rain, which has hampered rice 
harvesting. Cloudy weather and considerable rain have 
affected early bajri and cotton in Khandesh and cotton and 
other crops in South Deccan, where fair weather is 
required. More rain is needed in parts of East Karnatak, 

Assam, October 5.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturns and prospects are fair to good.

CANADA 
THE FISHING INDUSTRY, JANUARY—JUNE 


(L'rom the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 

According to the ‘ Fisheries News Bulletin ”’ for June, 
issued by the Dominion Department of Fisheries at Ottawa, 
Canada’s landings of sea fish in the first six months of 1931 
were larger by some 767,000 lbs. than in the corresponding 
period of 1930, amounting in all to 303,351,800 Ibs., as com- 
pared with 302,584,300 lbs. The landed value of the catch, 
however, showed a sharp decline from 9,501,000 dollars 
during the first six months of 1930 to 6,413,000 dols. in the 
first half of the current year.

FRUIT SHIPMENTS 

The High Commissioner for the Dominion Government in 
London has received cabled advice from Ottawa that 
between September 17 to 23 the following quantities of 
Canadian fruit were shipped to various United Kingdom 
and Continental ports:—Apples, 97,900 barrels, 600 half 
barrels, 18,100 boxes; pears, 400 half barrels; peaches, 300 
crates; and plums, 1,000 crates. 


FRUIT CROP PROSPECTS 

(From the Iligh Commissioner for Canada in London) 

The Fruit Branch of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa reports that commercial apple crop 
prospects revised up to September 1 indicate an increase 
to 223,000 barrels over last year’s production, the yield now 
being estimated at 3,634,000 barrels, an increase of 6-2 per 
cent. for the year. Compared with the five-year average of 
3,270,684 barrels, the revised 1931 estimate shows an in- 
crease of approximately 10 per cent. With an estimated 
commercial crop of 3,437,000 boxes, British Columbia is the 
only Province showing a smaller crop, but the decrease is 
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20:7 per cent. Nova Scotia reports an increase of 17-6 per 
cent.; New Brunswick 17 per cent. ; Quebec 24 per cent., and 
Ontario 26 per cent. In the majority of districts in all 
Provinces weather conditions have been favourable to the 
development of the fruit, which, in general, is above average 
in size, and colour prospects are good. Apple scab is fairly 
prevalent in Eastern Provinces, but it is not extremely 
serious except in neglected orchards. 


ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS AND BULLION 
SALES 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
that during August 440,736 short tons (of 2,000 Ibs. each) 
of ore were milled at gold mines in the Province of Ontario 
and that crude bullion marketed during the same period 
was valued at 3,548,458 dollars. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


CENSUS OF CANALS, DOCKS AND HARBOURS 
(REPORT NO. 27) 


Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 
1930) made under the Statistics Act, 1926, returns were 
received from the principal canal, dock, harbour and 
other similar companies or authorities in the Irish Free 
State, relating to the value of construction and repair 
works, dredging, etc., carried out by their employees in 
the year 1929. The Report contains the summarised results 
of the returns received. Particulars of the work done by 
the employees of the less important companies or authori- 
ties of this rature were not obtained, as evidence was 
forthcoming that the value of such work done by them in 
1929 was insignificant. Particulars of the value of work 
of construction, repair, etc., on canals, docks and harbours, 
which was carried out by employees of railway companies, 
local authorities and Government departments were fur- 
nished on the special schedules for railway companies and 
local authorities and Government departments respectively, 
and the summarised information will be included in 
separate Reports relating to the work carried out by the 
employees of such bodies. The value of work on canals, 
docks and harbours, carried out by contractors, is also 
excluded from the Report. Particulars of such work have 
been furnished, by the contractors, on returns relating to 
the ‘‘ Building and Contracting Trades,’’ and will be in- 
cluded in the Report relating to that industry.

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEAS TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE 


Although it is a normal experience for the volume of export 
trade to slacken off considerably during June, chiefly on 
account of this month covering the ebb of the dairying 
season and the close of the wool export year, the decrease 
this year was particularly marked, and amounted to 349 
per cent., states the Monthly Abstract of Statistics, issued 
by the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington. Compared 
with June, 1930, the total was 27-4 per cent. less, while over 
the average experience of the last five years the decrease 
amounted to 22-3 per cent. Of the principal primary pro- 
ducts responsible for the sudden drop in the total declared 
value of exports as compared with May, wool has had the 
greatest influence, having declined by 78-4 per cent. in 
value exported. This was largely the result of an exceed- 
ingly heavy shipment of wool in May. Recent improve- 
ments in prices were responsible for a sudden release of 
huge quantities of wool during May, but the failure of the 
market to harden satisfactorily produced an abrupt retarda- 
tion of the movement, with the result that the June exports 
of wool fell off by 102,260 bales. Exports of butter and 
cheese showed the usual seasonal diminution in quantity, 
considerably accentuated as regards values, in keeping with 
the adverse market conditions.

Imports for the month under review were well below 1931. It should be noted that the signature of claimants 


normal, the total recorded being 46-8 per cent. less than 
that for June, 1930, and 41-4 per cent. below the average 
for the last five years. No specie was imported during June, 
as against a heavy shipment, amounting in value to 
£250,000, during June, 1930. Other substantial decreases 
were recorded for motor spirit (£138,000), motor vehicles 
(£135,000), apparel (£91,000), crude oil (£76,000), and 
cotton piece-goods (£56,000). 

During the six months ended June 30 the total value of 
imports into the Dominion declined by 42-8 per cent. One 
of the principal contributing factors in the dwindling of the 
import trade was the decrease in motor vehicles, amounting 
to £813,278, or 74-6 per cent., during the period. 

Imports and exports in the first half of the year amounted 
ip £12,915,805 and £21,443,856, of which the British 
Empire supplied £9,153,105 of the imports and received 
£19,726,983 of the exports. ‘The trade was distributed as

ESTABLISHMENT OF CLAIMS AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT 

H.M. Chargé d’ Affaires at Santo Domingo has forwarded 
translation of Presidential Decree No. 193, of July 27, 1931, 
establishing a Commission of five members to examine all 
financial claims against the Dominican Government, 
together with a translation of the Notice which has 
appeared in the local press regarding the purpose and 
methods of the Commission, as follows :— 


COMMISSION TO EXAMINE Depts AND CLAIMS AGAINST THE 
STATE 


NOTICE 


Be it known to all persons who at this date are, or con- 
sider themselves to be, creditors of, or who have claims 
pending against, the Dominican Republic, that before 
November 20 of the current year, they must present their 
accounts or claims to the ‘‘ Commission to Examine Debts 
and Claims against the State ’’ appointed by Decree No. 193 
of July 27, 1931, even though such accounts or claims should 
have been recognised by Dominican officials competent for 
the purpose. 

Claims forms will be sent to persons who are registered as 
creditors of the Republic, but any person interested may 
apply for these forms to the Secretariat of the Commission, 
which is established in the Senate building, or to the 
Collectors of Internal Revenue, as from August 20, 1931.

The returns of French foreign trade for the first eight 
months of 1931 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 30,027 million francs, as against 34,990 million frs. in 
the first eight months of 1930, a decrease of 4,963 million 
irs., or about 14 per cent., and that of exports to 20,970 
million frs., as against 29,308 million frs., a decline of 
8,338 million frs., or about 29 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs rose by 2,841 million frs., whereas 
there was a fall of 6,474 million frs., or 32 per cent., in 
those of raw materials, and of 1,330 million frs., or 17 per 
cent., in those of manufactured articles. Exports of food- 
stuffs fell by 1,202 million frs., of raw materials by 1,947 
million frs., and of manufactured articles by 5,188 million 
frs., or 29 per cent. 

During the first eight months of the year there was an 
unfavourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 
9,057 million frs., as against 5,682 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The situation in August was 
slightly more favourable than in the previous month, the 
unfavourable balance amounting to 874 million frs., as 
against 1,234 million frs. in July and 1,401 million frs., a 
record figure in June. On the other hand, the value of 
both imports and exports was lower in August than in any 
month of this year or of 1930 and 1929. 

As regards weight, imports in the first eight months of 
the year amounted to 39,909,000 tons, as against 40,313,000 
tons, a decrease of 404,000 tons, and exports to 20,399,000 
tons, as against 24,786,000 tons, a decrease of 4,387,000 
tons. Imports of foodstuffs rose by 2,581,000 tons, but 
there was a fall of 2,797,000 tons in those of raw materials 
and of 187,000 tons in those of manufactured articles. 
Exports of foodstuffs fell by 509,000 tons, of raw materials 
by 3,363,000 tons, and of manufactured articles by 514,000 
tons, or 16 per cent. 


ITALY 
STEAM BOILER WELDING REGULATIONS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rome has 
reported the issue of regulations concerning the use of auto- 
genous welding in the construction and repair of apparatus 
subject to steam pressure. . 

Article 3 of the Decree prohibits the use in Italy of 
apparatus, subject to steam pressure and having autogenous 
welding, which is manufactured abroad, unless accompanied 
by a certificate that regulations equivalent to those laid 
down in this Decree have been observed. The certificate 1s 
issued by the ‘‘ Associazione Nazionale per il controllo sulla 
combustione’’ (Via Vittorio Veneto, 891, Rome). In the 
case of refusal by the Association to issue a certificate, an 
appeal may be made to the Minister of Corporations. 

The principal requirements are :— 


(a) The welding must be made on plates and parts of 
steel that are suitable for welding, and that are not 
fragile. 

(b) The whole of the welding must be visible and 
capable of inspection on both surfaces, with certain 
exceptions as in the case of transverse Joints of small 
sections; for example, smoke tubes and super-heater 
tubes and collectors. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


(c) Weldings subject chiefly to flexure are acceptable 
only when strengthened. 

(d) Resistance of the parts subject to tensile strains 
shall not exceed one half of the resistance of the metals 
welded. 

(e) The construction or repair of bolts, stays or 
strengthening parts subject to considerable tensile 
strains may not be made by welding. 

(f) Weldings in direct contact with flames must be 
chiefly subject to compression. 

(g) Plates joined longitudinally must in general have 
the same thickness at the joints, a difference of more 
than 30 per cent. not being acceptable. 


The Decree enacting these regulations is dated August 27 
and was published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ of Septem- 
ber 12. The regulations came into force fifteen days after 
the date of publication.

FOREIGN TRADE IN_ 19380 


According to the Report by His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland to the Council of the League of Nations on the 
administration of Iraq for the year 1930 (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 7s. net), the values of imports, including goods 
in transit, and re-exports, for the year ended March 
31, 1930, were Rs. 1,518 lakhs, as against Rs. 1,559 
lakhs and Rs. 1,646 lakhs respectively in the two previous 
years. It should be noted that these figures include 68, 30 
and 31 lakhs of rupees respectively as the value of importa- 
tions by concessionaires. 

The value of imports, excluding goods in transit, but 
including re-exports, for the year ended March 31, 1930, 
was Rs. 1,005 lakhs, as against Rs. 973 lakhs and Rs. 1,058 
lakhs respectively in the two previous years.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


A cable received by the London Office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York reports that during the last 
fortnight the unseasonably hot weather last week affected 
the retail movement of autumn lines; wholesale orders 
reflected the dullness; building was slow, but long-delayed 
public construction was started. Life insurance sales in 
August were 14 per cent. below a year ago. This was an 
improvement considering the sales this year through July 
were 16 per cent. below a year ago. Cotton-spinning 
spindles operated in August were 25,622,526, against 
25,836,262 in July and 25,814,188 a year ago. Railway 
freight loadings for the week ended September 12 were 
667,750 cars, being 298,063 below a year ago and 485,524 
below two years ago. The average daily crude oil produc- 
tion for the week ended September 19 was 2,201,600 
barrels, 1,919,000 in the preceding week and 2,421,800 a 
year ago. Construction contracts awarded in 37 States in 
August were 33 per cent. below a year ago. ‘There were 
increases in four out of the thirteen districts. Employ- 
ment in 15 industrial groups in August was 0°3 per cent. 
below July, while payrolls were 1-1 per cent. below. Steel 
ingot production last week was 29 to 30 per cent. of 
capacity. The prospects in some directions are promising, 
notably in public construction work, but other lines are 
obscure. Non-ferrous metals held up fairly well last week. 
The price of silver advanced with England’s suspension of 
gold payments. Prices of copper, lead and zinc were 
practically unchanged. 

Lumber orders for the week ended September 19 exceeded 
production for the sixth consecutive week; shipments were 
7 per cent. above production. . 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended September 26 was 68-6, against 
69-0 the week before and 68-9 the fortnight before.

state, it is not surprising that domestic trade in the United 
States has failed to show any tangible signs of improvement. 
Most branches of industrial and commercial activity thus far 
have not responded to the stimulating influences usually ex- 
perienced at this time of year; and in some of the direc- 
tions where expansion has been noted, there is little en- 
couragment for the belief that it reflects anything but purely 
seasonal forces at work. Comparatively favourable condi- 
tions exist 1n some lines of retail trade, and in a few indus- 
tries producing necessary consumers’ goods. These condi- 
tions, however, have not yet exerted any visible quickening 
effect on other industries. 


The trend of prices of securities and commodities was de- 
finitely toward lower levels, even before the weakness that 
followed the suspension of gold payments in England. 
Wholesale commodity prices reached a new low level for the 
depression in September. The recent weakness may prove to 
have been merely a temporary sentimental reaction, rather 
than a true revision of the ideas of traders in the light of 
developments abroad. 


The ‘‘ Survey ” states that it seems clear that any marked 
improvement in the United States business will have to await 
a return of confidence in conditions abroad. The pall of 
fear that now enshrouds the world must be lifted before 
normal constructive forces can be effective. That may come 
at any time, or by slow degrees. It lies in the realm of 
psychology, rather than economics, and is hardly subject to 
analysis. In any event, it will not be possible to know what 
the readjustments of business to new conditions may be or 
what volume of seasonal improvement may be realised before 
the latter part of October. Present indications cannot be 
read with any assurance as to accuracy.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


GENEVA PROTOCOL FOR PROHIBITION OF 
USE OF POISONOUS GAS, ETC. 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Government 
of Iraq have now ratified the Protocol signed at Geneva 
on June 17, 1925, for the prohibition of the use in war of 
asphyxiating poisonous and other gas and of _ bacterio- 
logical methods of warfare. 


The Protocol is in force, the complete list of countries 
which have ratified it up to the present date being as 
follows :— 

The United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, India, 
New Zealand, South Africa, the Irish Free State, and 
all parts of the British Empire not separate members 
of the League of Nations, Austria, Belgium, China, 
Denmark, Egypt, Estonia, Finland, France, Germany, 
Greece, Traq, [taly, Latvia, Liberia, the Netherlands, 
Persia, Poland, Portugal, Roumania, Siam, Spain, the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Sweden, Turkey, 
Venezuela and Yugoslavia.

The importer of such an order, therefore, would have to 
pay import duty of $48-66 plus dumping duty of $46-66, a 
total of $95-32. 


The lability to dumping duty exists, even though the 
articles may not be ordinarily subject to duty on importa- 
tion into Canada. It is understood, however, that anthra- 
cite coal imported into Canada will not be subject to dump- 
ing duty.

RESTRICTIONS ON THE IMPORTATION OF

A certificate issued by a recognised public authority at 
the port of shipment or place of origin of the package to 
the effect that the articles to be imported are clean and 
have been adequately disinfected by steam under pressure 
or by other reliable process for the destruction of any 
infection or vermin, will be regarded as_ satisfactory 
evidence of disinfection. The certificate should state the 
method of disinfection and the type of apparatus used. 
Fumigation with hydrocyanic gas will not be regarded as 
sufficient unless some reliable germicidal process has been 
carried out. 


For the issue of such certificate the following will be 
recognised as public authorities :— | 


(a) The Port Health or Sanitary Authority of any 
British port at which the consignment has been 
shipped. 


(b) The Local Health or Sanitary Authority for any area 
in the British Islands or British Colonies at which 
the goods have been packed. 


(c) The Port Health or Sanitary Authority, or the 
Municipality or other Local Health Authority at 
any foreign port, or at any place abroad at which 
the goods have been packed; provided that the 
certificate has been verified and countersigned by 
a British Consul. |

BELGIUM 
WRAPPING OF IMPORTED MEAT 


Fresh unfrozen meat sent to Belgium by boat has 
hitherto been required to be protected by a double wrap- 
ping. The Belgian Ministry of Agriculture now announces, 
however, that as the jute wrapping is liable in hot weather 
to affect the freshness of the meat, the import of quarters 
without the double wrapping will be allowed, provided they 
are completely covered by stockinette and the lungs are 
wrapped separately. 


BELGIAN CONGO 
TAXATION ALTERATIONS 


The following alterations of taxation have been enforced 
recently in the Belgian Congo. 


Import Duties.—Duty-free admission is granted to certain 
types of jerseys and blankets for the use of native workers. 


Consumption Duty on Alcoholic Beverages.—The rates are 
now as follows :— 
Beer—50 francs per hectol. (unchanged). 
Mead, cider, perry and similar fermented beverages— 
100 frs. per hectol. 
Wines—50 to 300 frs. per hectol. (unchanged). 
Other beverages containing, at 15 degs. C.:— 
More than 3 but not more than 20 degs. of distilled 
alcohol—300 frs. per hectol. 
More than 20 but not more than 50 degs. of distilled 
alcohol—400 frs. per hectol. 
More than 50 degs. of distilled alcohol—500 frs. per 
hectol. 
Denatured alcohol continues to be exempt from the 


duty. 





Consumption Duty on Tobacco.—A consumption duty of 
25 per cent. ad valorem is imposed on manufactured tobacco 
of all kinds (including tobacco extracts and sauces and 
snuff), whether imported or manufactured locally. 


COLOMBIA 
IMPORT PROHIBITIONS AND INCREASED 
DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at Bogota reports, by telegraph, 
that an Emergency Decree (issued under the Law referred 
to in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’) was promulgated 
on September 27 prohibiting the import of certain goods 
into Colombia and increasing the Customs duties on a large 
number of other goods. The import prohibition will not 
apply to consignments of goods on the “‘ prohibited ”’ list if 
they are covered by Consular invoices issued up to Septem- 
ber 29, but the goods concerned will be subject to double 
duties if cleared after September 27. The increases of 
Customs duty came into force as from September 29, apply- 
ing to goods already arrived but not cleared by that date.

GERMANY 


IMPORT OF MOTOR FUELS 


By a Law dated April 15, 1930 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of 
August 7, 1930 (page 172) ), the Government of the Reich 
were empowered to decree that persons importing motor 
fuels from abroad, or producing them within the country, 
should purchase a proportionate quantity of spirit for use 
as motor fuel. By a Decree dated September 19, 1931, the 
quantity of spirit which importers or producers of motor fuel 
have to purchase from the Reich Alcohol Monopoly Admin- 
istration has been fixed at 4 per cent. of the net weight of 
motor fuel, imported or produced, as long as the price of 
spirit for motor fuel remains at 70 Rm. per hectolitre proof 
spirit. In the event of this price being altered, however, 
the quantity of spirit it shall be obligatory to purchase will 
be increased or reduced by 1 per cent. for each 10 Rm. by 
which the price of spirit for motor fuel is less or more than 
70 Rm.

ITALY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS

ICELAND 
STATE MONOPOLY OF TOBACCO 


H.M. Consul at Reykjavik has forwarded translation of a 
Law which confers on the Icelandic Government the mono. 
poly of the tobacco trade in Iceland. The importation of all 
kinds of tobacco, manufactured or unmanutactured, for 
whatever use intended, except through the Government, is 
accordingly prohibited on and after January 1, 1932. The 
Law also empowers the Government to prohibit the importa- 
tion of tobacco, except under special permit, at any time 
after October 1. 


POLAND 

INCREASE OF CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES 

The Board of Trade have now received a complete trans- 
lation and the text of the Order of August 31 which modified 
the duties on certain goods on importation into Poland (see 
the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 1 (pages 423-4) ). An 
examination of the Order shows that the above-mentioned 
notice should be amended in the following respects :- 

Ginning drums [ex Tariff No. 71 (4)] are dutiable at the 
rate of 100 zloty per 100 kilogs. instead of at 140 zloty per 
100 kilogs., which was the rate previously in force. 

The surtax provided for in the new General Note to 
Tariff No. 143 should be 125 per cent. instead of 25 per 
cent., as shown. 

Steam superheaters of iron or steel [ex Tariff No. 152 
(8)] should be deleted from the notice, as they remain 
dutiable at 78 zloty per 100 kilogs., irrespective of their 
wall thickness. 

The duty on metal foil other than of aluminium, cut to 
shape or bearing inscriptions [ex Tariff No. 165 (2) (b)], 
should be 600 zloty per 100 kilogs., instead of 620 zloty as 
shown in the notice. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period October 1-10 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 114-75 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.” of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. ) 


CUSTOMS SURCHARGES AND IMPORT 
RESTRICTIONS AUTHORISED 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for September 30 contains a 
Presidential Decree, dated September 11, authorising the 
Minister of National Economy to take special measures 
against goods originating in countries which impede the 
entry of Spanish goods, either by way of surtaxes or by 
import restrictions. 

A translation of the Decree is given below :— 

1. The Minister of National Economy is authorised to 
establish (reporting to the Council of Ministers) a surcharge 
on the Customs duties applicable to goods coming from such 
countries as have established surcharges, coefficients or other 
like forms of surtaxes by way of compensation for the de- 
preciation of currency, on the Customs duties levied on the 
import of Spanish goods into their respective fiscal terri- 
tories. The rate of the surcharge shall in each case be fixed 
in relation to the circumstances of that case. 

2. Tho Minister of National Economy is also authorised, 
in the ease of goods coming from countries which establish 
total or partial prohibitions on the importation of Spanish 
products or impose control, sanitary or other regulations 
which limit, condition and render difficult the free move-

ment of Spanish products in ways not foreseen in the Com- 
mercial Agreements between the two countries, to adopt 
the requisite measures to subject such foreign goods to 
siinilar treatment. 

3. Tho powers granted to the Minister of National 
Economy enter into force immediately, so that the measures 
prescribed in Arts. 1 and 2 may be put into force imme- 
diately should the economic interests of the nation require it. 


REGISTRATION OF IMPORTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports that a Decree published in the ‘‘Gaceta de 
Madrid ’’ for October 3 and to enter into force on a date 
to be fixed, provides that in order to speed up the issue 
of the documents necessary for effecting imports into Spain, 
and to control more efficiently the applications to the 
Official Centre of Exchange Operations for foreign currency, 
an office entitled the ‘‘ Registry of Imports “ is to be 
established in Madrid, under the Direction-General of 
Customs. The work of this office will consist exclusively 
of the registering of all importations made. 

As soon as the Office begins to operate, it will be indis- 
pensable, in order to import into Spain any kind of pro- 
duce or merchandise, to obtain a certificate stating that the 
corresponding entry has been made in the Import Registry, 
and all imports which are effected without this requisite 
will be subject to the regulations regarding contraband. 

The Official Centre of Exchange Operations will not 
authorise purchases of foreign currency without the cer- 
tificate issued by the Registry of Imports, duly endorsed by 
the Customs House where the importation has taken place. 
Nevertheless, in certain cases the purchase of foreign 
currency may be authorised on the presentation of the 
document issued by the Registry, the importer undertaking 
to submit the certificate endorsed by the Customs House 
within a period which may not exceed three months. 

The Minister may dispense with the entry in the Registry 
of imports in exceptional cases. 


URUGUAY 


ADDITIONAL DUTIES ON PETROL AND 
MOTOR OILS 


H.M. Minister at Montevideo reports that a Law of 
August 20 imposes an additional duty of 2 cts. per litre 
on petrol imported into Uruguay, which rate may be in- 
creased to 3 cts. per litre if imports of petrol are not 
reduced by 26 per cent.

BRITISH INDIA 
DUTIES ON CHEMICALS 


With reference to the notice in last week’s issue of the 
“B.T.J.’? (pages 425-6) respecting the Indian Tariff 
Board’s Reports on the heavy chemical industry and the 
magnesium chloride industry, it should be noted that a 
Bill to enforce the duties recommended by the Tariff Board 
(the proposed duties are set out in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ notice 
above referred to) has now been passed. As regards 
copperas, however, the existing duty remains unchanged 
in view of the provisions of the Commercial Con- 
vention between France and India. The new duties are, 
however, to be subject to the proviso that the duty levied 
must not in any case be less than if the articles were 
included in Part V of the Statutory Tariff Schedule (i.e., 
while the present emergency increases of Indian Customs 
duties are in operation the duty levied must not be less 
than 25 per cent. ad valorem). The new duties are to be 
effective until March 31, 1933, or, in the case of magnesium 
chloride, until March 31, 1939. The questions of the re- 
organisation of the Indian chemical industry and of the 
grant of a bounty to encourage the manufacture of super- 
phosphates are to receive further consideration. 

In respect of magnesium chloride, the Government are 
empowered to increase the duty to offset any fall in import 
prices.

NETHERLANDS 
PROPOSED MEASURE TO COMBAT 
DUMPING 


H.M. Representative at the Hague has forwarded certain 
particulars of a Bill, which was introduced in the States 
General on September 10, for the purpose of conferring on 
the Government the power to take temporary measures to 
counteract dumping (‘ artificial competition ’’), either by 
increasing import duties or by prohibiting imports. 

The Bill provides that, if it is proved that a branch of in- 
dustry experiences “ artificial competition’ from abroad, 
the Ministers of Labour, Commerce and Industry and of 
Home Affairs can order jointly that, during a maximum 
period of one year, a special import duty shall be levied 
on certain goods. With the object of protecting the 
interests of the country in extraordinary and abnormal cir- 
cumstances, the importation of certain goods may be for- 
bidden for a maximum period of one year unless certain 
special conditions are complied with. Such orders may be 
withdrawn at any time. Any such special import duty may 
not exceed five times the normal Customs duty, or 333 per 
cent. ad valorem, or its equivalent, in the case of goods free 
of Customs duty. 

lt is understood that any special duties or prohibition 
that may be imposed would apply to all countries, and not 
alone to the country cr countries from which the dumping 
emanates. 

The Bill defines ‘‘ artificial competition ”’ as ‘‘ the exercis- 
ing of influence on prices in the Netherlands market by 
measures of an obviously temporary nature in which there 
is a design to cause to a Netherlands enterprise such injury 
as will seriously endanger its continued existence.’’ 

For the purpose of securing the application of the 
measure to any particular commodity the home producer 
must make application to the Minister of Labour, Com- 
merce and Industry, who shall, in case of doubt, submit 
the application to a Committee of Investigation for report.

British Standard Specification for Street Lighting (No. 
307-1931). Published by the British Engineering Standards 
Association, 28, Victoria Street, London, S.W. 1. Price 2s. 2d. 
post free. 

The British Engineering Standards Association has just 
issued a revision of the British standard specification No. 307, 
for street lighting. Five new definitions, covering highway, 
carriageway, footway, margin and kerb, have been included, 
but the chief points in the revision are in the specification 
itself. Footway illumination has been included and a column 
has been added to Table II., giving the lowest recommended 
height of The luminous centre of the light source above the 
ground. The definition of the mounting heights in the 1927 
specification as minima had the result, which so often happens 
when a minimum is prescribed, of the minimum being adopted 
as the maximum or adequate height, and, therefore, this 
column of recommended heights was added. In the case of 
streets lighted on one side only, it is specified that the height 
of the posts must not be less than two-thirds of the width 
of the roadway. The spacing-height ratio has been revised ; in 
the 1927 edition, a general spacing-height ratio of not more 
than 12 was specified, but in the revision a maximum, which 
should not on any account be exceeded, has been given, vary- 
ing according to the different classes of installation, and in 
addition a recommended maximum has been included in an 
endeavour to encourage Public Lighting Authorities to 
diminish the spacing-height ratio wherever possible. 

As it was agreed at the American meeting of the Inter- 
national Illumination Commission that ‘‘ average illumina- 
tion ’’ should have some place in systems of classification of 
street lighting installations, a requirement has been inserted 
that with any tender there shall be given the value of the 
maximum and average illumination on the roadway, the aver- 
age illumination to be calculated by a method to be agreed by 
the purchaser. One method, however, of calculating average 
illumination is shown in Appendix IV. 

In regard to the question of glare, it was found that even 
the simplified method of assessing glare given in the 1927 
edition of the specification was considered hy many of its 
users to be too involved and was not being used, therefore 
no numerical expression of glare has been included in the 
revision, but guidance is offered to the users of the specifica- 
tion as to the means by which glare may be mitigated. 

The plans and diagrams given in Appendix II. to illustrate 
the positions of typical test-points have also been revised to 
meet certain criticisms that had been made in regard to this 
Appendix. 

In issuing this revision, the Street Lighting Committee de- 
sire to call attention to the fact that the classes given in 
Clause 14 are only used for reference purposes and do not 
necessarily represent the relative merits of the installation. 
The specification is not concerned with the relative merits of 
two or more installations; each class, from “A ”’ to ‘' G” is 
expected to have its application to some category of roadway, 
the decision as to which one is best suited to the purpose being 
left to the lighting authority.

PRAGUE AUTUMN SAMPLES FAIR, 1931 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports to the Department of Overseas Trade that the 23rd 
Prague Autumn Samples Fair was held from September 6 
to 13. There were about 2,800 exhibitors. It is estimated 
that 350,000 persons visited the Fair, among whom were a 
large number of buyers. 

As regards foreign visitors, the Germans were interested 
in toys and textiles; Yugoslav buyers in woodworking 
machines, technical and building materials, leather gloves, 
medical supplies and fancy goods; Bulgarians in electrical 
engines, textiles and agricultural machinery. Enquiries for 
leather goods, match-making machinery, chemicals especially 
for the textile industry, porcelain and _ agricultural 
machinery were made by East Indian visitors. Buyers from 
Hungary showed an interest in office equipment such as 
office furniture and adding machines; high boots, household 
articles, textiles and chocolate goods. Polish visitors, on 
the other hand, were interested in optical goods, textiles and 
toys; Austrians in fancy goods, radio and electro-technical 
articles, British visitors in glass, gloves and plaited shoe- 
ware; Danes in textiles, glass, porcelain, skiing shoes and 
leather gloves; Roumanians in road-making machinery, 
paper, stone-breaking machines, special textiles, etc.; 
French visitors ordered building materials and textiles; 
Egyptian representatives were also interested in textiles. 
Syrian buyers placed orders for textiles, Gablonz goods, pre- 
serves, perfumery articles, etc.; visitors from Sweden pur-

chased toys, paper and leather goods, especially sports shoes, 
while Swiss buyers concentrated on bijouterie, souvenir 
articles, various practical novelties and carpets. Spanish 
yjsitors were interested in glass, Greeks in textiles and 
timber, and South Africans in porcelain and china. Buyers 
from the Philippines ordered glass, metal and stone goods 
and toilet articles; and those from Palestine toilet articles 


and glass.
